Give  him  humility,  so  that  he  may  always  remember  the 
simplicity  of  true  greatness,  the  open  mind  of  true  wisdom, 
the  meakness  of  true  strength. 

Then  I,  his  father  will  dare  to  whisper,  ‘|  have  not  lived 
in  vain.’”

Coach  Tom  Zunino’s  gridders  couldn’t 
cope  with  Elk  Grove's  superior  offense  the  following  week  as  the 
Herd  dealt  the  Bulldogs  their  first  conference  defeat. 

Vacaville  then  dug  in  on  their  home  field,  winning  two  decisive 
victories  over  Rancho  Cordova  and  James  Marshall,  the  latter  being 
the  major  upset  of  the  season.  The  Davis  game  proved  disastrous 
as  the  Bulldog’s  title  hopes  were  ruined.  Vaca  High  then  finished 
the  season  with  easy  wins  over  Armijo  and  Folsom. 

The  Bulldogs  compiled  a 6-3  won-lost  record,  placing  second  in 
league  competition  with  James  Marshall  squeezing  by,  by  half  a 
game.
